SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 29.—A 
catwalk cable broke on the~ San 
Francisco-Oakland Bay bridge to- 
day, hurling timbers and debris on 


the deck of a ferry boat. Passen- 
gers escaped injury and first. re- 
ports said bridge workers also 
scrambled to safety. 

Heavy timbers struck the ferry 
New Orleans, one falling close to 
a@ woman on the upper deck. An- 
other, four by four inch plank, five 
feet long, fell at a spot from which 
passengers had just fled. Other 
timbers splashed into the water 
near the ferry. William Hansen, an 
instructor at Freemont High 
School, Oakland, who saw the acci- 
dent from another ferryboat, said 
apparenty no workers had fallen 
from the bridge. 

A cable on one side of the cat- 
walk apparently snapped, tilting 
the walk and slipping the planks 
off. Hansen said the guy wires 
dangled down while workmen on 
the north side scurried up to the 
tower, rising nearly 300 feet above | 
the bay surface.

COLUMBIA U. MAN DEVELOPS 
NEW DENTAL PAIN DEADENER 


Desensitizing Solution Said to Re- 
duce Sensations Caused by 
Use of Drill. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—Colum- 
bia University announces the dis- 
covery by Dr. Leroy L. Hartman, 
professor of dentistry, of a method 
of desensitizing teeth to eliminate 
pain in the preparation and filling 
of cavities. 

The new desensitizer, perfected 
by Dr. Hartman after 20 years of 
research, is described as a solution 
applied to the surface of the tooth. 

Although full details were with- 
held, Dr. Hartman said the desen- 
sitizing solution is based on a new 
theory of pain and the recognition 
of a previously unknown substance 
in the dentin of the tooth. 

It becomes effectivesrin about one 
and a half minutes after applica- 
tion and remains effective from 20 
minutes to an hour. 

It is to be patented and patent 
rights assigned to Columbia Uni- 
versity, which will control price 
and quality so as to make it avail- 
able for public use and to prevent 
commercial exploitation.

Born in Jersey County, Illinois. 

Mr. McAdams was born in Jersey 
County, Ill., and spent most of his 
early life in Alton, attending Alton 
high school and Shurtlerf College. 
He did his first newspaper work in 
Alton, and served as editor of the 
Alton Republican before coming to 
St. Louis, in the late nineties. 

He had marked talent as a poet, 
and in the early part of his news- 
paper work he wrote a good deal of 
verse.

His column, headed “Just a Min- 
ute,” was a feature of the 
Post-Dispatch editorial page for 
more than 20 years. His own reg- 
ular contributions to this column 
came to include the novel “Pana- 
tela” verses, so called because of 
their slender construction, two or 
three words to a line; the discourses 
of “Socrates,” on local and modern 
matters, in the style of the Greek 
philosopher’s talks as reported by 
Plato and Xenophon; and the com- 
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official welcome, Capt. Musick said 
the flight was in no way experi- 
mental but demonstrated how close 
America is to the Orient. 
President Quezon officially wel- 
comed the crew of the Clipper on 
behalf of the Philippine common- 
wealth and invited the men to 
lunch at the palace tomorrow.

The thrilled onlookers of many

Flight Officer's Letter.

WILMINGTON, Del., Nov. 29.— 
The Federal District Court of Dela- 
ware today refused to determine 
the constitutionality of the Public 
Utility Holding Act without giving 
the “body created” by the law its 
day in court. 

The action was taken by Judge 
John P. Nields, who dismissed a 
petition for instructions filed by 
the trustees of Central West Public 
Service Co., in proceedings for re- 
organization of the concern under 
section 77B of the Bankruptcy Act. 
The trustees had asked the court 
to determine the constitutionality 
of the act, and, based upon such de- 
termination, to issue proper instruc- 
tions to guide them in performing 
their duties. 


Judge Nields, in his order of dis- 
missal, stated that the trustees, 
among other things, pointed out 
that the company is subject to the 
regulations of the act requiring it. 
to register with the Securities and 
Exchange Commission and that the 
reorganization plan already filed is 
in conflict with the Public Utility 


- Act. 


A Different Question. 
“Assuming the truth of the fore- 


going representations,” said Judge 


Nields in the order, “it is obvious 
that the constitutionality of the act

After stating that the trustees 
have the right to ask instructions, 


_ the Court said: 


“But where the petition for in- 
structions challenges the consti- 
tutionality of an act of Congress 
and the power and existence of a 
Governmental commission created 
thereunder, a very different ques- 
tion is presented. Far more than in- 
structions as to the administration 
of a trust is asked for. 

“A body created by an act of Con- 
gress is sought to be destroyed and 
stripped of its powers without be- 
ing a party to the proceeding and 
without having its day in court. 
Such a course violated accepted 
canons of legal procedure.” 

Several additional suits were 
filed in the United States District 
Court attacking the constitutional- 
ity of the Holding Company Act, 
and asking that the proper Federal 
officers be restrained from attempt- 
ing to enforce the law. The new 
suits there were filed by the United 
Corporation and the Cities Service 
Co. and subsidiaries of the latter.

But 
I would not go back to the con- 
ditions of 1924, and I do not be- 
lieve that you people would want 
to go back either. Of that year 
and of the five years that fol- 
lowed, I have a clear recollec- 
tion which you can verify for 
yourselves. In that orgy of 
“prosperity” a wild speculation 
was building speculative profits 
for the speculators and prepar- 
ing the way for the public to 
be left “holding the bag.” In 
that orgy of “prosperity” banks, 
individually and by chains, were 
closing their doors at the ex- 
pense of the depositors. In that 
orgy of “prosperity” the farm- 
ers of the South had become in- 
voluntary speculators. Them- 
selves, never certain when they 
planted their cotton whether it 
would bring 25 cents or 15 cents 
or five cents. In.that orgy of 
“prosperity” the poorest vied 
with the richest in throwing 
their earnings and their savings 
into a cauldron of land and 
stock speculation. In that orgy 
of “prosperity” slum conditions 
went unheeded, better education 
was forgotten, usurious interest 
charges mounted, child labor 
continued, starvation wages were 
too often the rule instead of the 
exception. Mammon ruled Amer- 
ica. 

“Paradise” to Gloom. 
HOSE are the years to re- 
member—those fool’s para- 
dise years before the crash 

came. Too much do we harp on 
the years that followed, when 
from 1929 to 1933 this nation 
slipped spirally downward—ever 
downward—to the _ inevitable 
point when the mechanics of 
civilization came to a dead stop 
on March 3, 1933. 


You and I need not rehearse 
the four years of disaster and 
gloom, We know the simple fact 
that at the end of those years 
America acted before it was too 
late, that we turned about and 
by a supreme, well-nigh unanim- 
ous national effort, started on 
the upward path again. 


I have reason to remember 
the past two and a half years 
that have gone by so quickly, 
reason to remember the fine 
spirit of the average of Amer- 
ican citizenship which made my 
task lighter. Memory is short, 
but yours (is not too short to 
recollect those great meetings of 
the representatives of the farm- 
ers, regionally and in Wash- 
ington, in the spring and sum- 
mer of 1933, when they agreed 
overwhelmingly that unfair low 
prices for farm crops could nev- 
er be raised to and maintained 
at a reasonable level until and 
unless the Government of the 
United States acted to help them 
to reduce the tremendous carry- 
overs and surpluses which threat- 
ened us and the whole world. 


“Come to the Rescue.” 


You and I can well remember 
the overwhelming demand that 
the national Government come 
to the rescue of the home own- 
ers and the farm owners of the 
nation who were losing the roofs 
over their heads through inflat- 
ed valuation and_ exorbitant 
rates of interest. 


You and I still recollect the 
need for and the successful at- 
tainment of a banking policy 
which not only opened the closed 
banks but guaranteed the de- 
posits of the depositors of the 
nation. 


You and I have not forgotten 
the enthusiastic support that 
succeeded, and still in part suc- 
ceeds, in ending the labor of 
children in mills and factories, 
in seeking a fairer wage level 
for those on starvation pay and 
in giving to the workers hope 
for the right collectively to bar- 
gain with their employers. 


You and I will not forget the 
long struggle to put an end to 
the indiscriminate distribution 
of “fly-by-night” securities, and 
to provide fair regulation of the 
Stock exchanges and of the 
great interstate public utility 
companies of our country.

Food Americans Eat. 

N this connection it is, I think, 
| « interest to point out that 

national surveys prove that 
the average of our citizenship 
lives today on what would be 
called by the medical fraternity 
a third-class diet. If the coun- 
try lived on a second-class diet, 
we would need to put many 
more acres than we use today 
back into the production of food 
stuffs for domestic consumption. 
If the nation lived on a first- 
class diet, we would have to put 
more acres than we have ever 
cultivated into the production of 
an additional supply of things 
for Americans to eat. 

Why, speaking in broad terms 
in following up this particular 
illustration, are we living on a 
third-class diet? For the very 
simple reason that the masses 
of the American people have not 
got the purchasing power to eat 
more and better food. 

I mentioned a few weeks ago 
that farm income in the United 
States has risen since 1932 a 
total of nearly three billions. 
That is because wheat is selling 
at better than 90 cents instead 
of 32 cents; corn at 50 cents in- 
stead of 12 cents; cotton at 12 
cents -instead of at 4% cents, 
and other crops in proportion. I 
wonder what cotton would be 
selling at today if, during these 
past three years, we had con- 
tinued to produce 15 or 16 or 17 
million bales each year, adding 
to our own surplus, adding to 
the world surplus, and driving 
the cotton farmers of the South 
into bankruptcy and starvation. 
The additional three billions of 
farm income has meant the re- 
birth of city business, the re- 
opening of closed factories, the 
doubling of automobile produc- 
tion, the improvement of trans- 
portation and the giving of new 
employment to millions of peo- 
ple. 

Face to Face With Fact. 

That brings us squarely face 
to face with the fact of the 
continued unemployment of 
many millions of persons of 
whom approximately three and 
a half million are employables 
in need of relief. When some 
of the people of a great and 
wealthy country are suffering 
from starvation an honest gov- 
ernment has no choice. At first, 
realizing that we were not do- 
ing a perfect thing but that we 
were doing a necessary saving 
and human thing, we appropriat- 
ed money for direct relief. That 
was necessary to ward off actual 
starvation. But as quickly as 
possible we turned to the job of 
providing actual work for those 
in need. 


I can realize that gentlemen 
in well-warmed and well-stocked 
clubs will discourse on the ex- 
penses of government and the 
suffering that they are going 
through because the Govern- 
ment is spending money for 
work relief. I wish I could take 
some of these men out on the 
battle line of human necessity 
and show them the facts that 
we in the government are fac- 
ing. If these more fortunate 
Americans will come with me, I 
will not only show them the 
necessity for the expenditures of 
this Government, but I will show 
them, as well, the definite and 
beneficial results we have at- 
tained with the dollars we have 
spent. Some of these gentlemen 
tell me that a dole would be 
more economical than work re- 
lief. That is true. But the men 
who tell me that have, unfor- 
tunately, too little contact with 
the true America to realize that 
in this business of relief we are 
dealing with properly _ self-re- 
specting Americans to whom a 


mere dole outrages every in- 
stinct of individual independ- 
ence. 


Putting Jobless to Work. 


Most Americans want to give 
something for what they get. 
That something, in this case 
honest work, is the saving bar- 
rier between them and moral 
disintegration. We propose to 
build that barrier high. 

Last April I stated what I 
have held to consistently ever 
since—that it was the hope of the 
administration that by some- 
time in November of this year 
we would substantially end the 
dole and offer in place of it em- 
ployment to by far the greater 
part of the 3,500,000 employable 
persons we estimated to be on 
the relief rolls in the United 


States. 
Week after week since then 
some individuals and some 


groups, careless of the truth and 
regardless of scruple, have 
sought to make the Agherican 
people believe that this program 
was a hopeless failure and that 
it could not possibly succeed. 
Today is the twenty-ninth day 
of November. It gives me a 
certain satisfaction to be able 
to inform you, and through you 
the nation, that on Wednesday, 
two days ago, there were 3,125,-

useful projects throughout the 
nation. The small remaining 
number have received orders to

Slum Clearance, Housing. 


Aside from the tremendous in- 
crease in morale through sub- 
stituting work for a dole, there 
is the practical side of perma- 
nent material benefit. Within 
sight of us today stands a trib- 
ute to useful work under Gov- 
ernment supervision—the first 
slum clearance and low rent 
housing project. 

Here, at the request of the 
citizens of Atlanta, we have 
cleaned out nine sqifire blocks 
of antiquated, squalid dwellings, 
for years a detriment to this 
community. Today those hope- 
less old houses are gone and in 
their place we see the bright, 
cheerful buildings of the Tech- 
wood Housing Project. Within 
a very short time, people who 
never before could get a decent 
roof over their heads will live 
here in reasonable comfort amid 
healthful, worthwhile surround- 
ings; others will find similar 
homes in Atlanta’s second slum 
clearance, the University Pro}j- 
ect; and still others will find 
similar opportunity in nearly all 
of the older, overcrowded cities 
of the United States. 

I take it that it has been 
equally worthwhile to the na- 
tion to give jobs to the unem- 
ployed in the construction of a 
vast network of highways, in- 
cluding thousands of miles of 
farm to market roads, in repair- 
ing great numbers of schools 
and building hundreds of new 
ones in city and country, in 
helping cities to put in sewers 
and sewage disposal plants and 
waterworks; in constructing cold 
storage warehouses and county 
recreational buildings; in creat- 
ing aviation fields; in giving a 
million boys a chance’ to go to 
CCC camps and to work on for- 
estry and on soil erosion pre- 
vention; in controlling malaria;

GONTEMPT THREAT 
MADE AGAINST SHERIFE 


Deuser, Ordered by County 
Judges to Submit All 
of Accounts. 


The St. Louis County Court today 
instructed County Counselor John 
Mooney to draw up a citation or- 
dering Sheriff Philip G. Deuser fo 
submit a record of expenses for 
feeding prisoners in the county jail 
or show cause why he should not 
be cited for contempt, 


The instruction was given after 
Sheriff Deuser filed a return to or- 
ders of the court requiring that 
books and records relating to offi- 
cial business during Deuser’s term 
as Sheriff and his previous term as 
County Treasurer from 1929 to 1933, 
be turned over to Schuessler, Keller 
& Co., certified public accountants, 
who have been making an audit of 
county offices. 

In his return Sheriff Deuser said 
he had complied with the order as 
far as possible with the exception 
of the demand that he turn over 
data on the cost of feeding prison- 
ers. This, he contended, was not 
required by law. The court allows 
him 75 cents a day for each pris- 
oner fed, the Sheriff said, and his 
only duty is to see that they receive 
proper food. 

Associate Prosecuting Attorney 
John Wolfe, who had said the busi- 
ness of feeding prisoners in the 
county jail was “highly lucrative,” 
in a letter to Circuit Judges asking 
them to disqualify Sheriff Deuser 
from drawing a grand jury to in- 
vestigate county offices, appeared 
before the County Court. He con- 
tended that the profits from feed- 
ing prisoners were a part of the 
income of the Sheriff's office and 
that the County Court had a right 
to examir> his income from that 
source in order to determine wheth- 
er the Sheriff's total income ex- 
ceded the constitutional maximum 
of $10,000 a year. 

Although Sheriff Deuser said that 
canceled checks and other bank rec- 
ords of his term as County Treas- 
urer were left in the office with his 
successor, County Treasurer Dwyer 
told County Judge Tighe that such 
records had not been turned over 
to him by Deuser.

UN KRATKY PROPOSALS 


| 
| Taxpayer Seeks to  Enjoin 
Vote on Sale of P. S. C, 
and Bus Line to City. 


A taxpayer's suit to enjoin the 
holding of a special election on the 
Robert Kratky proposal for the 
sale to the city of the street car and 
bus systems for $25,000,000 was filed 
in Circuit Court today. 

The suit was filed by Alderman 
Emmet Golden and his law office 
associates, Hiram N. Moore and 
Rene Lusser in behalf of Clarence 
Baum, 4848 Terry avenue, naming 
as defendants the Board of Election 
Commissioners, Comptroller Louis 
Nolte and City Treasurer Henry C. 
Menne. 

The petition asserts the two pro- 
posales, submitted in ordinance 
form by initiative petitions, are un- 
reasonable, unjust and oppressive 
because they undertake to compel 
the city to pay $25,000,000 for an 
obsolete street car system having 
a fair value of not more than $13,- 
000,000; that the special election 
would cause the taxpayers an un- 
necessary expense of about $150,000, 
and that the proposed ordinances 
would be void because it covers 
more than one subject and has not 
been recommended by the Board 
of Public Service as the charter 
requires in the case of, public 
works ordinances. 

Kratky, an attorney, filed peti- 
tions last Sept. 13 for the two 
ordinances, ope to require the city 
to purchase the transit system, and 
the other for an election on a bond 
issue of $25,000,000 to provide the 
funds. 

The Election Board certified the 
proposals to the Board of Alder- 
men, as required by the Charter, 
and the Aldermen unanimously re- 
fused to pass the ordinances. The 
Charter provides that if the Alder- 
men do not pass an initiated or- 
dinance within 60 days the Election 
Board shall submit it to a special 
election. The Election Board has 
not yet set a date for an election 
on the Kratky proposals. The Al- 
d:rmen recently adopted a resolu- 
tion, unanimously, requesting 
Kratky to withdraw the proposals, 
but the latter said he would insist 
on the election, cost of which the 
Election Board estimates at $124,- 
000.

Report Says Increased Private 
Savings Will Create More 
Jobs Than Taxes Will. 


| By the Associated Press. 

| NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—A com- 
| mittee report made public last night 
| by the National Association of Man- 
|'ufacturers said “a larger volume of 
'employment, and especially contin- 
| uing employment, can be furnished 
' by increased private savings and in- 
vestment, than by increased taxes 
'and Government efforts to spend 
|}such taxes to furnish employment.” 

The report, submitted by the Com- 
mittee on Government Finance, con- 
|tinued a series of recommendations 
'designed to curb the cost of gov- 

ernment, which will be considered 
j}at the annual congress of American 
| Industry, Dec. 4-5. 
| “When government spends more 
it demands more taxes and the pri- 
vate citizen has less to spend,” the 
report said. “Private expenditures 
are of three chief kinds—for living 
expenses, for luxuries, for savings. 
“Increased taxes decrease the to- 
_tal which can be spent to maintain 
| living standards, for luxuries, and 
‘to increase savings—but they actu- 
|ally decrease the incentive to save. 
This is today an extremely serious 
effect of high taxes, since increased 
|savings and their investment are 
| necessary to substantial re-employ- 
' ment.” 
| Among the recommendations made 
| by the committee were: 
| Use of Federal funds for abso- 
_lutely necessary relief only. where 
| private, local and state resources 
are actually inadequate. 

Cease using Federal funds for lo- 
|cal purposes or for regulation of 
| matters which the Constitution 
places exclusively within the do- 
main of the states. 

Reduce, and as soon as practical

eliminate, Federal investment or) 


loans to local governments and pri- 
vate enterprises. 

Discontinue all Federal grants oF 
“matching” allotments to the states. 

Refunding of public debt obli- 
gations where this will reduce an- 
nual interest charges. 

Convert the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation into a liquidat- 
ing agency. The committee said this 
would result in collection of $1- 
250,000,000 the first year. 

Cease the creation of public works 
for the primary purpose of provid- 
ing relief. Experience demonstrates, 
the report states, that they provide 
relatively little additional employ- 
ment, invite waste, and defer bal- 
ancing of the budget. 

Discontinue the use of public 
funds to establish or conduct enter- 
prises competing with private in- 
dustry and labor. 

Oppose immediate payment of 
the soldiers bonus.

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DR. LORENZ TELLS OF TWO 
‘MERCY KILLINGS’ IN FAMILY 


Noted Surgeon Cannot Understand 
Fuss About “Artificial Painless 
Deaths for Incurables.” 

NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—At_ the 
personal request of Dr. Adolf 
Lorenz, noted “bloodless surgeon,” 
of Vienna, death was hastened for 
two members of his family through 
“mercy killings,” he disclosed here 
today. 

The two patients were his uncle 
and a daughter-in-law, both hope- 
less victims of cancer, he said in an 
interview at his office. Dr. Lorenz, 
who is 81 years old, is in New York 
on his annual winter visit. 

The two were not put to death 
immediately, Dr. Lorenz explained, 
but actually, and _ intentionally, 
their lives were cut short by “lavish 
doses” of morphine, given them 


pain. 

He expressed the conviction that 
the physicians did “nothing else | 
than administer mercy” to his kins- 
folk, for whom all hope had been 
abandoned. He said he “could not 
understand the fuss” in this coun- 
try about the merits of artificial 
painless death for incurables. 

“Every physician is a mercy kill- 
er,” he declared, “if he treat. pa- 
tients whose tortures can only be 
relieved by narcotics. He will give 
them narcotics, which in the long 
run, although wunitentional, will 
shorten life.” 

Dr. Lorenz was outspoken, how- 
ever, against “intentional mercy 
killings” by individual physicians 
acting on their own responsibility. 


Man, 105 Years Old, Dies. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 29.— 
George Henry Sanders, said by rel- 
atives to have been 105 years old, 
died at the home of a son last night 
after a brief illness. Born in On- 
tario Province, Canada, Sanders 
came to this country as_a boy of 17.

Objective of Sessions Open- 
ing Sunday Given as 
“‘New Nation-Wide Ad- 


vance Against Alcohol.” 


Leaders of the Anti-Saloon League 
of America gathered at Hotel Stat- 
ler today in advance of the open- 
|ing of the twenty-eighth national 
| convention, the general objective of 
‘which will be “a new nation-wide 
advance against alcohol.” 

The league’s intention, officers 
announced, was to take the most 
definite step to restore prohibition 
since repeal was submitted to popu- 
lar vote in 1933. General plans for 
the new campaign will be taken up 
here. 

O. G. Christgau of Washington, 
assistant general superintendent 
and convention manager cof the’ na- 
tional league, described the pro- 
posed new advance against use of | 
alcohol beverage to a Post-Dispatch | 
reporter. 

“We will move as far as we can| 
and as fast as we can,’ he said. | 
“No attempt has been made to fix) 
a time limit. We are moving faster 
than some people think. The situa- 
tion is varied; each state is a sep- 
arate problem. Within some states 
there are various problems. Our 
attack may be like football, with 
forward passing where possible, or 
bucking the line; it will probably 
be mostly ‘straight football’ for a. 
while. 

“County and State Dry Drives.” 

“The various states will present 
at the convention their local option 
plans and plans for organization, 
such as arranging county and state 
dry drives. Legislative and con- 
gressional campaigns will be the | 
next step. Where there is no local | 
option the league will seek to elect 
friendly legislators to provide local 
option laws. Where there is local | 
option we will try to dry up the 
territory. When we have enough 
‘dry territory we will seek legisla-| 
‘tion for better dry laws. If two- 
thirds of a state becomes dry terri- 
tory it may be expected that two- 
thirds of the state’s Congressmen | 
will be dry. 


“We started in precisely the same. 
way at a meeting in St. Louis in 
1908. By 1909 territory began go-. 
ing dry and by 1913 sufficient mo-| 
mentum had been gained to move’ 
for national prohibition, so _ that 
year the national convention de-| 
clared for national prohibition and | 
in 1920 the country went dry as a | 
result. If history repeats itself, | 
about the same thing may happen | 
again, but history may speed up. 

“Preliminary Reports.” 

“Preliminary reports from the 
states indicate from a one-third to) 
two-thirds increase in general in- 
terest manifested in the cause. This 
is the first convention since the | 
situation has shaken down and the 
dust settled after repeal. It is our 
first chance to look over the map 
and make a definite plan.” 

An executive meeting of the 
league’s National Executive Com- | 
mittee was arranged for this after- | 
noon. Officials said it would take | 
up routine sectional reports and) 
consider the general liquor situa- | 
tion and outlook. | 

The national board of directors | 
numbering about 150 persons, will | 
hold its biennial meeting tomorrow. | 
Large attendance was expected, | 
with the principal states fully rep-| 
resented. Each state may have 
from two to five directors, accord- 
ing to population, Missouri having 
the maximum. The board’s meet- 
ing will be for general business and | 
for the election of officers and a | 
portion of the personnel of the) 
Executive Committee, all for two- 
year terms. |

Over Same Month in 
1934, Federal Reserve 
Report Says. 


BUSINESS FAILURES 


INCREASE, HOWEVER

Commerce and industry in the 
Eighth Federal Reserve District 
during October and the first half 


of November continued the upward 


trend- which began last summer, 
according to the monthly report 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis, issued today. | 

Industrial output increased in 
about the expected seasonal 
amount, the report stated, and was 
accompanied by a moderate upturn 
in employment in the principal in- 
dustrial centers. As contrasted 
with the preceding 30 days and 


the corresponding period last year, 
distribution of goods in October in- 
creased both through wholesale and 
retail channels, despite unfavorable 
weather conditions. 

A summary of business condi- 
tions in the district showed dol- 
lar value of sales by manufacturers 
and wholesalers in October in- 
creased 2.9 per cent over sales in 
September and 5.6 per cent over 
those in October, 1934. The dol- 
lar volume of retail trade, as gaged 
by sales of department stores in 
principal cities increased 10.2 per 
cent and 9.4 per cent, respectively, 
in the two comparisons. 

Freight Loadings Increase. 

Freight car loadings, according to 
the summary, were 12.4 per cent 
above those in’ September and 18.1 
per cent greater than the total in 
October last year. The volume was 
the largest for the period since 
1931. 

Estimated yield of seven agricul- 
tural crops on Nov. 1 was 1.3 per 
cent greater than the estimated 
yield a month earlier and 27.4 
per cent above the yield last year. 
October receipts of livestock at the 
National Stock Yards were 7.3 per 
ber, 
but 17.9 per cent below those in 
October, 1934. 

Dollar value of construction con- 
tracts was 20 per cent and 35 per 
cent larger, respectively, than the 
value in the preceding month and 
October, 1934. Consumption of 
electricity showed increases in the 
two comparisons of 1.3 per cent and 
17.3 per cent, respectively. 

More Business Failures. 

Both the number of commercial 
failures and the amount of liabili- 
ties, however, increased in both 
comparisons. There were 37 fail- 
ures involving liabilities of $477,410 
in October, as compared with 25 
with liabilities of $323,202 in Sep- 
tember and 36 for a total of $431,761 
in October, 1934. Gross deposits of 
24 member banks on Nov. 13 were 
2.9 per cent above deposits on Oct. 
16 and 16.3 per cent above those on 
Nov. 14, 1934. Loans were virtual- 
ly unchanged in both comparisons. 

Conditions in individual industries 
in October was reported as follows: 

Automobiles — Following prece- 
dent, distribution of automobiles 
showed a decline from September, 
but it was considerably less than 
average. The percentage decrease 
from September was 13 per cent, 
but the distribution was 3 per cent 
in excess of that in October last 
year.

Clothing—Sales were 30 per cent 
greater than those in October, 1934, 
but 6 per cent below the September 
total this year. 

Drugs and Chemicals—October 
was the fourth successive month in 
which sales were larger than those 
a month and a year earlier, the per- 
centage increases in the respective 
comparisons being 3.5 and 4 per 
cent. 

Dry Goods—Sales increased 7.3 
per cent over those in October last 
year, but declined 1.7 per cent from 
the total in the preceding month. 
The month-to-month recession was 
under average for the period. 
Electrical Supplies—October sales 
were the highest for the month 
since 1930. The increase over sales 
in October, 1934, was 27.2 per cent. 
The month-to-month increase was 
3.6 per cent. 

Flour—Producticn at the 12 lead- 
ing mills totaled 226,607 barrels, 
against 201,436 in September and 
276,952 in October last year. 

Furniture Sales Up 25 Pct. 

Furniture—The gain of 25 per 
cent over sales in October, 1934, 
was attributed chiefly to broadened 
demand for household furnishings. 
Sales declined 4.4 below the total 
in the preceding month. 

Groceries—Ordering of holiday 
goods was reported in larger vol- 
ume than since pre-depression 
times. Increase of total sales in 
the two comparisons were, respec- 
tively, 8.5 and 0.2 per cent. 

Hardware—Sales were 69 per 
cent larger than those in Septem- 
ber and 17.2 per cent larger than 
those in October, 1934. 

Iron and Steel—Rate of operations 
was well sustained, with manufac- 
turers of certain specialties, notably 
stoves, farm implements and house- 
hold appliances, reporting the lar- 
gest volume for the month in 
recent years.

MAN HELD FOR MURDER 
TELLS OF THREE KILLINGS 


Investigation of Records of 20 Years 
Ago Confirms Story Told to 
New Orleans Police. 

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 29.—Louis 
Sapp, structural steel worker, 
charged with murder for the hos- 
pital ward killing of Harold Bourg, 
told police yesterday of three kill- 
ings 20 years ago in Hardin Coun- 
ty, Texas. William Bell, captain of 
detectives, and other officers ex- 
pressed amazement at the disclos- 
ures. But investigation of Texas 
records through Beaumont, 30 miles 
from the scene of the killings, bore 

out the story told by Sapp. 

Sapp said that while on a hunt- 
ing trip with his half brother, Em- 
ery Sapp, the latter’s wife and two 
other men in Hardin County, Texas, 
Mrs. Emery Sapp was killed and 
the shooting called an accident. 

Two months later the bodies of 
Frank Havard and Dick Watt were 
found in a thicket near the home 
of the Sapps and Louis and Emery 
Sapp were arrested and charged 
with murder. 

Both were convicted and sen- 
tenced to long terms in the peni- 
tentiary, according to the records, 
but on appeal the cases were re- 
versed. Emery Sapp then escaped 
and his brother here said he was 
still at large. Sapp said he was not 
tried again. 


HALF BILLION IN GOVERNMENT 
FINANCING DUE IN DECEMBER 


With Working Cash Balance Low, 
New Issue and Debt Increase 
Also Likely. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29. — The 
Government’s regular December fi- 
nancing, involving at least a half 
billion dollars, will be announced in 
the next few days. 

Besides meeting a $418,291,900 
Dec. 15 maturity, observers looked 
for the Treasury to build up its 
working cash supply by borrowing 
new money. 

The working cash balance today 
stood at $1,051,213,089, the smallest 
figure in recent months. With the 
rate of work relief expenditures ex- 
pected to mount perceptibly during 
winter months, some foresaw the 
probable sale of $500,000,000 in new 
securities in addition to the flota- 
tion necessary to refund the matur- 
ity. 

Such borrowing would send the 
public debt to another new high. It 
stood today at $29,585,590,493.

To Protest to Washington. 


By the Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, Nov. 29. — Ghaffa 
Khan Djalal, Minister from Iran 
(Persia), yesterday told his version 
of how he was arrested and hand-| 
cuffed Wednesday on a charge of | 
speeding at Elkton, Md. He said | 


he would send a formal protest to| 
Washington. 

He said he told Chief Town Officer 
Jacob Biddle he was immune to ar- 
rest, but Biddle told him to “shut 
your mouth.” The Minister was ac- 
companied by his wife and chauf- 
feur. | 

The chauffeur, William Collier, | 
said the Minister’s automobile had | 
the usual diplomatic plate. Above | 
this was a metal tag from the State | 
Department, with “diplomatic” - in | 
large letters. | 

“I was going about 40,” Collier 
said, “when I saw a sign half a 
block away saying the speed limit 
was 20 miles an hour. I took my 
foot off the gas right away. This 
police officer (Biddle) was stand- 
ing on the curb when I passed. I 
had gone three-quarters of a block 
when I heard his whistle and I. 
backed up.” 

Collier said that Biddle asserted, 
after telling him he was going dou- 
ble the speed limit: “Well, I'll put 
reckless driving against you, any- 
way.” 

After an argument the Minister 
made an effort to get out of the 
car, he said, telling the officer he 
wanted to telephone the State De- 
partment. He said he was pushed 
by the officer and fell back into the 
rear seat. Then Constable Clayton 


on him. 

The Minister’s wife denied she 
struck Biddle with a walking stick. 
Collier said he tried to explain the 
Minister’s rights, but Biddle said, 
“Aw, this guy is nothing but a 
preacher.” The chauffeur quoted 
Biddle as saying all foreigners 
should be locked up. 

When they reached the Sheriff's 
office, Collier said, the Minister was 
again refused permission to ‘tele- 
phone. He quoted Biddle as say- 
ing, “You shut up; you’re drunk.” 

The Justice of the Peace allowed 
the Minister to call Washington 
and, after getting on the line him- 
self, dismissed the charges.

The Weak Became Strong. 
This was the team that turned 
the tide of Washington University’s 
football fortunes.

It was a weakling team that took 
the field for Washington that year.

DR. JAMES H. BREASTED, 
EGYPTOLOGIST, GRAVELY ILL 


Suffering from Unexplained Malady 
in New York; Stricken 
on Liner. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—Dr. James 
H. Breasted, Egyptologist who was 
among the first to enter Tutankha- 
men’s tomb and who has since 
scoffed at the supposed curse on its 
violators, is seriously ill of an “un- 
determined” malady. 

At first diagnosed as tropical ma- 
laria, his illness today was said by 
hospital authorities to be “not satis- 
factorily diagnosed as yet.” 

“Dr. Breasted spent a fairly good 
night, but his condition is serious,” 
the hospital announced. He was 
taken to medical center from the 
incoming liner Conte di Savoia yes- 
terday. 

Dr. Breasted, director of the Ori- 


ental Institute of the University of 


Chicago and for 30 years an explor- 
er of Egypt’s temples and tombs, 
was returning from the Valley of 
the Nile when stricken. 

Before sailing for Egypt he de- 
scribed the Tutankhamen “curse” 
as “tommyrot.” 


“Death shall come on swift wings | 


to him that toucheth the tomb of a 
Pharaoh,” is the inscription in 
hieroglyphics at the famous sar- 
cophagus in the Valley of the Kings 
near Luxor. 

Dr. Breasted, now 74 years old, on 
his latest trip to Egypt with his 
bride of several months, the former 
Mrs. Imogen H. Richmond, attended 
the International Congress of Orien- 
talists in September.

Of those arrested, 300 of the most 
important were taken to the Isle of 
Flores, near the Rio harbor, for 
safekeeping. 

A search was directed from Natal, 
capital of the northeast state of 
Rio Grande do Norte, and Recife, 
capital of the state of Pernambuco, 
for hundreds of rebels who fled 
from those sections. 

‘Military precautions were still 
maintained to prevent any recur- 
rence of the rebellions which offi- 
cials estimated caused 138 deaths 
during the four days of fighting.

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AN EXERCISE IN FUTILITY. 

Once more, this time on the eve of a congressional 
session almost certain to pass legislation placing 
inland waterway barge lines under the jurisdiction of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, the Mississippi 
Valley Association has gone on record against such 
action. Apparently, the delegates were aware of the 
weakness of this position, for they added the follow- 
ing sentence: 

With all the earnestness at our command, we 
oppose those rulings of the I. C. C. which have 
the effect of permitting the railroads to cut rates 


below a compensatory basis for the purpose of 
killing off waterway transportation. 


At present, the I. C. C. has no control over port-to- 
port barge line rates and no responsibility for them 
except the declaration in Section 500 of the Trans- 
portation Act that it is the “policy of Congress to 
promote, encourage and develop water transporta- 
tion, service and facilities in connection with the 
commerce of the United States, and to foster and 
preserve in full vigor both rail and water transpor- 
tation.” Court decisions have made this declaration 
practically meaningless in the practical matter of 
rate adjudication. se 

The only way to insure a proper watchfulness for 
the interest of the inland waterway common carriers 
is to force the I. C. C. to assume responsibility for 
regulation of port-to-port rates. In the past, the 
commission, considering cases involving such rates, 
has pointed out that the fixing of them lies outside 
its purview, implying that, to a large extent, it must 
wash its hands of the barge lines’ fate. 

Surely the present cutthroat competition between 
railroads and water carriers affords a temporary 
advantage to shippers. But it is to take a myopic 
view to suppose that this condition can continue 
indefinitely. It is the railroads’ purpose to drive the 
barge lines out of business and, if they succeed in 
doing so, the present low rates between points where 
water competition exists are going to rocket sky- 
ward. If this is a prediction, it is nevertheless based 
on past history. Moreover, the losses the railroads 
are taking in territory served by barge lines are 
being made up, whenever possible, by high rates else- 
where, 

To come out against regulation while expressing 
the pious hope that the commission will change its 
attitude without an enlargement of its powers is to 
engage in a futile exercise. It is hardly conceivable 
that Congress, having embarked on a program call- 
ing for co-ordination of all transportation facilities, 
is going to leave the barge lines out of the picture. 
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TWO ROYAL GEORGES. 

King George II, just restored to the throne of 
Greece, is reported to have announced his intention 
of taking King George of England as his mode] in 
resuming his interrupted reign. It is a praiseworthy 
ambition for any monarch, for George V is a credit 
to the calling. A dignified and impressive figure, 
he stands above the tumult of party disputes as a 
symbol of British unity. There is one handicap, 
however, with which George II must reckon that has 
never crossed the path of George V. The latter has 
no Gen. Kondylis, or his British equivalent, to whose 
dictatorial ambitions, election juggling and control 
of the army he owes his throne. George II is more 
likely to find his model closer home, in Victor Em- 
manuel, whose Kondylis is named Mussolini. 
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A MINT JULEP IMBROGLIO. 

A mint julep scene has been happily deleted from 
a movietone travelogue of the Old Dominion, and 
Virginia has, officially and unofficially, resumed its 
wonted serenity. 

As Virginia papers tell it, the ritual of contriving 
the julep was entrusted to barbarians from the North. 
In their illiterate hands, the rite became a travesty. 
Indeed, sacrilege were not too strong a word. From 
blunder to blunder they stumbled along. First of 
all, they did not use enough mint. Then they re- 
sorted to granulated sugar. And they shaved the 
ice. Finally, they employed a measuring glass for 
the whisky. Wrong, all wrong. By way of crowning 
infamy, they inserted sippers into the tumbler. That 
was too much. Virginia rebelled. There are heathen 
lands, perhaps, where it is customary to drink a mint 
julep through a straw. It isn’t done in Virginia. 

The movie people were ‘requested to omit their 
inept hoax. They were assured they would be shot 
at sunrise if they didn’t. That ended the debate.

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RELIEF FRAUDS. 

Perhaps the most contemptible of all the crimes in 
the long calendar of fraud and theft is the obtaining 
of relief by persons not entitled to it. It is a crime 
against genuinely needy persons, reducing as it does 
the amount available for them. It is a crime, too, 
against the taxpayers who provide the money and 
supplies. 

Drastic treatment of such offenders, wherever they 

operate, is certainly in order, both as punishment 
and as a safeguard. The authorities of St. Clair and 
Madison counties, where wholesale frauds have just 
been exposed, have the duty of taking resolute action 
against the offenders. An investigation shows that 
325 persons in the last year have fraudulently ob- 
tained relief amounting to $30,000, by drawing sup- 
plies while having wages or other income that made 
outside aid unnecessary. It has been only a year 
since 200 similar cases were exposed in St. Clair 
County. _7 Twenty persons were prosecuted at that 
time, and others made restitution. 
Recurrence and prevalence of the practice should 
serve to stimulate the vigilance of relief authorities 
in the two counties. They can be assisted materially 
in fighting the practice by thoroughgoing prosecution 
of those who commit a despicable form of theft com- 
parable to stealing pennies from a blind man’s cup.

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CLARK McADAMS. 

Clark McAdams gave nearly all his mature years— 
more than 35 of them—to the service of the 
Post-Dispatch. He was successively reporter, writer 
of a column (who that read “Just a Minute” can 
ever forget his delightful “panatela” verses?), edi- 
torial writer, director of the editorial page. He was, 
too, the head of the Artists’ Guild and the Little 
Theater organization; he was an authority on the 
archeology of this region; he was known the country 
over for his effective work in the conservation of 
wild life. These were absorbing interests (and what 
a varied and wholesome activity they represented! ) 
but the dominant concern of his life was joyrnalism. 

In his writing was a youthful vigor that reflected 
an intense and eager interest in humanity. It flamed 
at times with his deep convictions; again, it was gay 
and whimsical. Always there was in it a fine and 
honest craftsmanship. 

With tolerance for the frailties of human nature 
went a passionate hatred of injustice, an unflagging 
zeal to improve the lot of the common man. Humor 
he had as well, and a mind that reading and reflec- 
tion had richly stored. His belief in democratic 
forms of government amounted almost to a religion. 
He venerated Jefferson, Lincoln, all the leaders who 
have genuinely sought to translate the democratic 
ideal into action for the common good. He had an 
abiding faith in the ultimate wisdom of the people, 
in their capacity for progress; their failures he at- 
tributed to insincerity and mediocrity in high places. 
Nothing so aroused his hatred and contempt as faith- 
lessness in the leadership of the people. 

He believed devoutly that “without vision the peo- 
ple perish”—one of his favorite quotations—and on 
this theme he did some of his best writing. His own 
vision grew steadily with the years; it took the form, 
many times, of splendid dreams of cultural and phys- 
ical progress in his Middle West. He saw its rivers 
teeming with boats; its forests replenished; its cities 
freed of slums and enriched with the means of gra- 
cious living. He did many concrete things toward 
making his dreams come true, and he did not doubt 
that the dream that embraced them all—the banish- 
ment of poverty—would some day be realized. The 
Republic, he said, would yet learn how to turn science 
and invention to wholly beneficent uses. 

He gave of his best, and life. returned to him 
its joys in heaped-up measure. Death comes too soon. 
but the beautiful symmetry of Clark McAdams’ rela- 
tionship with life had been established, and death 
cannot disturb it.

CHICAGO GIVES UP ITS TITLE. 

Chicago only a few years ago was renowned in 
headlines and drama, in fiction and statistics, as 
the crime capital of the world. The rackets were 
plentiful and prosperous, and racketeers the same. 
Chicago gang feuds, bombings, holdups and murders 
were viewed with mingled amazement and horror by 
citizens of other cities and other countries. 

All that has changed now, says Frank Loesch, 
president of the city’s Crime Commission. Chicago 
no longer creates crime headlines, he says, but sup- 
plies mostly news items about civic, industrial and 
educational progress. He backed up his statement 
with figures showing declines in the number of mur- 
ders, motor car thefts, holdups and other forms of 
crime. He cited the Crime Commission’s achieve- 
ment in naming the city’s 28 leading gangsters as 
public enemies, with the result that all are now in 
prison or in obscurity or dead.

EVER in his career as a “warden” has 
N Uncle Sam faced such a serious problem 

as now exists in his Federal prisons, re- 
formatories and camps. 

Curiously enough, it is in the post-repeal 
days of 1935 that the Federal prison popu- 
lation (exclusive of state and local prison- 
ers) has increased to such proportions as to 
send Governmegt authorities into huddles 
over the problem, which apparently grows 
worse each week. 

Sanford Bates, director of the Federal 
Bureau of Prisons, points out that at one 
time “about one-third of all the inmates of 
Federal penitentiaries and nearly two-thirds 
of the Federal offenders boarded in local 
jails were held under authority of the Na- 
tional Prohibition Act.” 

“When these offenders were liberated,” 
he says, “our average penitentiary popula- 
tion decreased by about 1000 and our jail 
population by nearly 10,000." However, he 
adds, “the organization of a large body of 
internal revenue agents and rigid enforce- 
ment of liquor tax laws cannot but result 
in another influx of Federal prisoners.” 

The influx has already started. Mr. Bates 
shows that the average of monthly commit- 
ments to Federal institutions for liquor law 
violations during the year 1932-33, the last 
full year of prohibition enforcement, was 
slightly under 300. The monthly average of 
commitments for revenue violators during 
the second quarter months of 1935 was 
about 315. 

Since 1927, the number of persons confined 
in Federal prisons has almost doubled. Lat- 
est figures from the Bureau of Prisons show 
that there now are 13,708 persons in Federal 
prisons, reformatories and camps, compared 
with 7508 in these institutions for the whole 
of 1927. 

The history of Federal crimes shows a 
continual upswing from 1909, when 1796 per- 
sons were confined to Federal jails, to 1932, 
when 13,698 were incarcerated. The prison 
population then declined. During 1933, the 
number of persons in Federal prisons was 
12,148. During 1934, this number dropped 
to 11,117. Then came an about-face in the 
crime tide, and the upswing started again. 
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Federal prisons already overcrowded will 
be further jammed by the results of the 
Department of Justice’s racketeering cam- 
paign and the enforcement of recent con- 
gressional crime legislation. 


Shared by many prison officials is the 
opinion of Mr. Bates, that: “While the of- 
fenders against the prohibition laws and 


probably also the new revenue laws were, 
generally speaking, seldom desperate crim- 
inals and could be handled in prison camps 
or institutions of medium security, the type 
of prisoner to be expected under the opera- 
tions of this new legislation is exactly op- 
posite. 

“Under these laws, we may expect to re- 
ceive the confirmed gangster, the desperate 
racketeer and the roving criminal possessed 
of ingenuity, resources and cunning far be- 
yond that of the ordinary offender against 

. state laws.” 

_ To cope with this new element in the 
Federal prison population, the Department 
of Justice took from the War Department 
the penitentiary on Alcatraz Island, San

Francisco. “Fool-proof” and “escape-proof,” 
it houses some of the nation’s most danger- 
ous public enemies. 

But even Alcatraz was not enough. The 
influx in prison population has forced the 
Government to take over the whole of Mc- 
Neil Island, Washington. Here it is planned 
to initiate a comprehensive plan for the de- 
velopment of a model penal institution in 
the Pacific Northwest. It is hoped that the 
ultimate character of this institution will be 
threefold—a penitentiary, a modern work 
camp, a reformatory group. 

Congress during the coming session will 
probably be asked to authorize funds calling 
for the construction of six new Federal pen- 
itentiaries, each to cost a half-million dol- 


lars. 
. * 


The upswing in the Federal prison popu- 
lation has been general for all offenses with 
the exception of certain violations, such as 
homicides, Immigration Act violations and 
Mann Act violations. 

During 1909, there were only 280 Federal 
prisoners confined because of counterfeit- 
ing and forgery violations. By 1933, this 
number had risen to 1271. So far this year, 
there are 1976 prisoners in Federal jails for 
this type of offense. 

Persons in jail for postal law violations 
are at an all-time peak. There now are 1632 
prisoners of this group in Federal prisons. 
During 1909, there were 451 violators in 
prisons; during 1918, 704; during 1925, 924; 
during 1933, 1410. 

During the last 10 years, there has been 
an average of 2500 persons confined to Fed- 
eral prisons for Narcotic Drug Act viola- 
tions. During this same period, there have 
been approximately 250 persons confined for 
violating the “white slave” laws. At pres- 
ent, there are about 1613 violators of the 
National Motor Vehicle Act in Federal pris- 
ons and reformatories. During 1920, there 
were only 43. Almost 400 persons are im- 
prisoned for violations of the Interstate 
Commerce Act. From 1909 to 1911, there 
was one man who was imprisoned for this 
offense. 

Although new prisons and new types of 
reformatories have been constructed during 
the past few years, the need still exists for 
additional space, say Federal prison officials. 
Overcrowding the jails, they say, makes it 
almost impossible to continue successfully 
with a prison rehabilitation program.

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CHINESE GOVERNMENT 
~ PROTESTS TO JAPAN 


Nanking Charges Tokio With 
Responsibility for Autonomy 
; Movement. 


By the Associated Press. 

NANKING, .Nov. 29.—The Cen- 
tral Chinese Government charged 
the Japanese army directly today 
with responsibility for the North 
China autonomy movement in a 
protest filed with Japan by the 
foreign office. 

This protest followed closely an- 
other note, submitted to the Jap- 
anese embassy, protesting against 
- geizure by Japanese troops Wednes- 
' day of the important railway junc- 
tion point of Fengtai, just east of 
Pieping, in the area agitated by 
separation demands. 

The protests were interpreted to 
indicate a definite stiffening of the 
Nanking Government’s attitude in 
the northern crises as a result of 
outbursts of Chinese popular feel- 
ing against the autonomy cam- 
paign. 3 

_The second note said the seces- 
sion movement was engineered by 
“disgruntled elements, acting in 
connivance with Japanese military 
officers,” and requested an imme- 
diate curb by the Tokio Govern- 
ment of the activities of the con- 
tinental militarists. 

‘The note emphasized China’s de- 
sire to settle the North China prob- 
lems through diplomatic channels 
and insisted that the autonomy 
movement did not represent popu- 
lar desires. 
_ The notes were handed to Yori- 
kichi Suma, Japanese embassy 
counselor here, to be forwarded to 
Tokio.

Saudents Throughout China Protest 

Against Autonomy Campaign.

SHANGHAI, Nov. 29.—The Chi- 
nese student movement, which has 
been responsible for several major 
political upheavals in modern Chi- 
nese history, is.again making its 
power felt. 

Suppressed in recent years on 
Japanese insistence, student organ- 
izations throughout China have 
joined recently in a protest against 
the autonomy movement in North 
China. 

Condemnatory resolutions made 
public by northern educators have 
been followed by decisive action by 
the Federation of Universities of 
Shanghai, which cabled to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Prime Minister 
Baldwin of Great Britain, Premier 
Laval of France, Reichsfuehrer Hit- 
ler of Germany, and Foreign Min- 
ister Hirota of Japan, that the 
“Hopei autonomy movement is 
against the will of the Chinese peo- 
ple.” 

The federatior announced the 
Chinese “are united in opposing” 
the movement. 

The North China People’s League, 
radical students, and business men, 
meanwhile, passed resolutions as- 
-sgerting “for the independence and 
self-preservation of China the only

A care- 
ful investigator decided to find out, 
in the teeth of animals, whether 
heavy doses of Vitamin D and cal- 
clum over a long period of time 
actually would increase the amount 
of calcium in the dentine, which is 
the bulk of tooth tissue. Neither by 
weight nor by chemical analysis 
could {t be proved that this treat- 
ment with Vitamin D increased the 
amount of calcium in the dentine. 
Although at the same time it was 
noted that X-rays showed a consid- 
erable increase in the density of the 
bones, so it was concluded that it 
was having some: physiological ac- 
tion in the body in spite of the ap- 
p: ent lack of action on the teeth.
